And  it  is 
faid,  that,  to  do  away  an  objection 
which  was  (tai  led,  namely,  that  the  Ca- 
binet 0/  Berlin  would  pa?  e/rply  infant 
to  a  dihrembervuttt  of  the  Empire  ,-  he 
proved  that  the  Germanic  conltitnfi- 
on  had  been  already  violated  by  two 
ot  the  princes  electors— the  Margrave 
of  Baden  and  the  Dnke  of  W  irtemberg 
—in  the  two  treaties  which  they  had 
concluded  in  France  ;  for  thefe  two 
fbveveigns  had  yielded  to  the  republic, 
the  former  the  county  of  Sponheim  fi- 
tuated  behind  the  Mahe— the  latter, 
the  county  of  Monbelliard  :  That  the 
emperor  himfelf,  in  giving  up  the 
Liege  country,  alfo  violated  the  coti- 
ilitution,  by  conferring  to  the  dlf- 
memcei  inent  of  one  of  the  claufes  of 
the  confederacy  ;  and  that  the  king 
ofPruina,  not  havirg  oppofed  that 
difmembermenr, would  now  come  with 
a  veiy  bad  grace  to  oppofe  the  making 
of  the  Rhine  the  French  limits,  unclo- 
the pretext  that  he  was  unwilling  to 
fee-tbe  Germanic  constitution  violated.
